Burglars* Large 
Haul in Hanover. 


Burglars entering the Hanover post of­ 
fice early last W’odnerday morning, blew 
the safe and got away with between $14,- 
000 anc\ §15,000 worth of postage, thrift 
and war saving stamps. The money was 
in another compartment in the looted 
vault. This the robbers did not touch. 


The burglary was evidently committed 
by professionals. Entrance was gained by 
a rear door which was pried open. The 
combination of the safe was taken off and 
in it was placed a charge of nitro-glycerin 
to blow off the door. After this was done 
there were two more doors to break and 
the same method was used. Six horse- 
blankets thoroughly soaked in water were 
lying on the floor in front of the safe and 
had evidently been successfully used to 
deaden the souud for no one has been 
found who heard anything at ail of the 
burglars at work. There were also found 
in front of the safe a crow-bar, and a ten 
pound sledge hammer 
The safe was lo­ 
cated in the registry department of the of­ 
fice aud the water for soakinp the blan­ 
kets was likely secured from auother part 
of the building.

LEAGUE PLAN 
S COMPLETES 


Committee reports “clarifying** cer­ 
tain passages in amhlglous language 
in the plan for the society of nations 
were presented to the commission iu 
Paris having the matter in charge 


The reports enabled the commission 
virtually to complete the plan. 


This assures consideration of tho 
plan at a plenary session of the peace 
conference this weelc before President 
\Yi 1 son’s departure. 


The plan is understood to leave the 
formation of the permanent interna­ 
tional court of justice to the society 
after its organization. 


The constitution of the society it­ 
self will be written by tho represen­ 
tatives of tliQ greater powers. 
Credit 
for the plan of the organization will 
be given to the United States. 


To President Wilson has been ac­ 
corded the honor of being designated 
as the one who shal* issue the formal 
call tv :lie nations of the world to 
join the society of nations after its 
machinery has beeen set up by the 
peace conference. 


The commission now working on 
the draft of the constitution of tin 
srr> ty is understood 10 have approv­ 
ed the ulan which provided that tin* 
president of the United States perform 
this fun» lion. 
It was considered that 
the distinction was his due. 


Such headway has been made by 
some of the lesser commissions of th^ 
confercnce with tho plans before them 
that it is oxpected they will bo ready 
to. report a number of Important pro­ 
jects for conference action almost im­ 
mediately after the report on the so­ 
ciety of nations is disposed of. 


The conference itself, while it ap­ 
pears likely to drop into a more 
leisurely pace after tho departure of 
President Wi'^on and Signor Orlando, 
premier of Italy, and in the absence 
of Mr. Lloyd George, who has already 
left Paris, plans to undertake the dis­ 
cussion of some of these topics. 


Interesting debates are expected to 
follow, occupying tho time of the con­ 
ference profitably 
during 
what 
it 
seems to be* thought will be the brief 
absence of those leaders. 


As the American delegates have ex­ 
plained, the fate of the measure does 
not depend upon a majority vote. The 
powers, accepting the plan whatever 
may be their number will go ahead 
with the organization of the society. 
If there should be dissenters, they will 
be left out until they find it expedi­ 
ent to come In. 


The new7y created “supreme econo­ 
mic council** has taken rank next In 
importance to the society of nations 
commission. 
Its membership will be 
announced soon and it will get to 
work immediately thereafter. 
It will 
have charge of food supply shipping, 
blockade and possibly financial ques­ 
tions. 


lc has been suggested this council 
may become permanent and assume 
an immense authority, though it prob­ 
ably would be necessary for the con­ 
gress of the United States to sanction 
such function if continued aflei tho 
signing of a definite peace treaty. 


Even if limited In existence to tho 
transitory period between war and 
peace the American delegates expect 
that the council will be a 
great aid 
during the uncertain armistice period 
in the solution of economic problems 
for which tho military men who have 
controlled are unfitted by training 
and tradition.

SENATE DEFEATS 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Woman suffrage by federal consti­ 
tutional amendment was beaten again 
in tho senate. 


The house resolution for submis­ 
sion of tho amendment failed of adop­ 
tion with 55 votes in favor of it and 
20 against it, one less than the neces­ 
sary two-thirds. 


When the senate last voted, Oc­ 
tober 1, the resolution received 54 af­ 
firmative and 30 negative votes, or 
two less -than the requisite number. 


Thus ended what leading suffrage 
champions had said in advance would 
be the final test of this session of 
congress. 
The 
suffrage 
advocates 
went into the test knowing they tack­ 
ed one vote. 
They hoped to the last 
It would be won over. 


Immediately after the vote, leaders 
of women's organizations announced 
the fight would be carried on in the 
next congress. 
The Republicans will 
then hold both senate and house The 
friends of the resolution* believe they 
are certain to adopt a new m easu re. 


There was no demonstration either 
bv advocates or opponents as the vote 
was 
announced. 
Afterward, 
stat»*- 
•iicnts prepared in advance were given 
out by the National American Woman 
Suffrage association, In which its of­ 
ficers severely criticised tho result 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, president, 
was quoted as declaring: 


“It is not the women, it is the na­ 
tion that Is dishonored.” 


A statement attributed to Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw, honorary president of 
the association, said; 


“It is to be regretted the United 
States congress has failed to measure 
up to the spirit of democracy expected 
of it by the world.** 


Mrs. Maud Wood Park, active cam­ 
paign manager for the association, 
said : 


“Our campaign for the next con­ 
gress has already started.*’ 


Replying to an Inquiry by Senator 
Williams, Democrat, Mississippi, the 
chair announced as the resolution was 
up for passage on third reading, it 
was not subject to amendment except 
by ananimous 
consent. 
When 
the 
resolution was up for consideration 
last fall the Mississippi senator sought 
to exclude negro women from Its pro­ 
visions. 
Ills amendment was defeat­ 
ed. 


Explaining his decision to support 
the resolution, Senator Pollock, Demo­ 
crat, 
South 
Carolina, declared the 
women had won the right to vote be­ 
fore the war, and had doubly earned 
It by their “magnificent spirit of pa­ 
triotism” in the war. 


“The argument that this Is a mat­ 
ter for action by the state and that 
to pass this resolution is a violation 
of states* rights is an excuse of many 
for opposing the resolution, and a poor 
excuse at that,” he said. 


“When a respectablp portion of the 
American people ask tnat the question 
of amending the constitution be sub­ 
mitted to the states, it Is a denial of 
states* rights to refuse to let the 
states, 
through 
their 
legislatures, 
act.” 


Replying to arguments of southern 
opponents of the resolution, that it 
would increase the negro vote, Senat­ 
or Pollock said: 


“I have confidence in the white peo­ 
ple of America, Blood is thicker than 
water. 
Efforts may be made by cer­ 
tain politicians to force on us the 
rule of the ignorant, the vicious and 
the inferior. 
Some men who do not 
appreciate the burden of the white 
man In the south, may undertake to 
turn over to the negro tho control of 
affairs In tho south, but I have confi­ 
dence in the white manhood of the 
north,”

war with herself and her neighbors, 
the supreme council of the peace con- 
gress has invited all Russian factions 
to send representatives to the Princes' 
Islands in the sea of Marmora, that 
they may there confer with representa- 
tives of the associated powers with a 
View to bringing about an understand- 
ing by which Russia may work out her 
own purposes in peaceful ways. It 
was 
stipulated 
that the 
Russian 


factions must first cease all military 
action, and the invitation made plain 
that the allied powers had no intention 
or desire of interfering with the right 
of the Russians to settle their differ- 
ences In their own way. February in 
was set as the date of the opening of 
the conference. 


This solution of the Russian prob- 


lem was presented to the supreme 
council by President Wilson and in the 
main is on the lines of the action pro- 
posed by Premier Lloyd George. 
At 


first the French, who admittedly ore 
afraid of the spread of bolshevisin in 
their own country, were opposed to 
treating in any way with the Russian 
bolshevists, but they yielded to the 
opinion of the majority. 
It was be- 


lieved that the contending factions 
would accept the invitation, since their 
resources are nearly exhausted. The 
bolshevik! were severely*defoated very 
recently in northern Russia, and there 
are numerous and extensive peasant 
risings against their rule in the terri- 
tory they have controlled. 


It is understood that the allied com- 


missioners who will meet the Russians 
will state these four conditions as be- 
ing indispensable in bringing about an 
adjustment: 


First—Peace at all points. 
Second—Removal of all economic

Toasted Potatoes Regarded 


Good Substitute for Bread 


—Skins Add to the Flavor 


The United States this year, it ap- 


pears, will have to feed practically 
all of Europe. 
Every suggestion for 


conservation of food and variation in 
preparation is welcome and an arti- 
cle in Good Housekeeping has special 
value in this connection. To quote: 


"It is plainly a patriotic duty to use 


potatoes as a bread substitute. 
The 


nearest approach to conventional meth- 
ods of cooking potatoes for a bread 
substitute is, of course, a perfectly 
baked potato, but a perfectly baked 
potato is rare as a day in June. 


"Even a perfectly baked 
potato 


served at the psychological moment 
does not give that subtle sense of 
bread function that the piece of bread 
or toast, held in hand affords. 


"Prepare good-sized potatoes as If 


to bake, being more scrupulously care- 
ful than usual to scrub and cleanse 
the skin carefully and remove all bad 
spots. 
Cut the perfectly cleansed po- 


tato lengthwise into slices one-fourth 
of an inch thick. 
Put the slices loose- 


ly into a wire basket or steamer and 
steam until they are properly 'tem- 
pered'—that is, until they are in part 
but not completely cooked. If they are 
completely cooked by the steam, they 
are,of no particular value as a bread 
substitute. 
As a rule, about ten min- 


utes' steaming is adequate.

American Housewives Profit 


From the Lessons in Thrift 


As Taught by French Chef$ 


The French chef, tnt acknowledged 


world leader of the art of the cuisine, 
Is the product of a country that sur- 
passes all others in. the practice ol 
thrift. 


But the necessity of keeping her 


food budget within strict limits IB 
spite of war prices lias led many an 
American housewife to 'discover for 
herself some of the secrets of the 
French chef in making inexpensive 
and formerly neglected food into deli- 
cacies fit for a king. 


Especially has this been so in the 


preparation of meat for our American 
tables. The following are some of the 
secrets of the French, chef that the 
American housewife has discovered 
for herself. 


Flank steak, which costs much, less 


than top sirloin or round steak, makea 
an excellent roast. It can also be pot 
roasted or used as chop steak. 


Chuck or round steak costs much 


less than porterhouse or sirloin. These 
cuts should be cooked by "moist" heat 
or made tender by mechanical means, 
as in "hamburger." 


Beef neck is juicy and well flavored. 


It makes a good pot roast and the 
very best stews and soups. 


The cross rib makes an excellent pot 


roast and there is no waste. 


Shin of beef inekes a good "beef a: 


la mode." 
Cut it up as for stew; 


brown pieces in hot fat; then add wa- 
ter; cook in a pot the same as pot 
roast, and serve with gravy. 


Shin of beef makes a most nourish- 


ing soup and the meat can be taken 
from the pot afterward, and served 
with horseradish sauce.

burgh, causing a loss of $4,200,000, 
and the Washburn Wire works at New;

The total area planted 
is estimated at 2,550,000 acres, which 
is practically the same as the estimate 
for the 1917-18 season. Seasonal con- 
dlt ons at sowing time were not very 
favorable in the Important cane-grow- 
ing provinces and, owing to the delay 
caused by rains the crop returns are 
still uncertain in the greater part of 
the United Provinces, which contain 
more than half the cane area of Brit 
lab India.

for themselves the sobriquet of "The

Tins wire 
tlatcs back from September, 1914, and 
is rusty and dangerous to handle, 
owing to the presence of tetanus mi- 
crobes. 
The newer "giant 
German 


wire," the strands of which are a 
quarter of an inch thick and which 
bristle with barbs, is equally hard to 
remove. 


The old wide trenches which were 


in vogue earlier in the war before the 
development of the rainenwerfer as an 
accurate piece of ordnance, are hard 
to fill in, as their parapets have been 
•washed away by rains and blasted to 
bits of shellfire. They are like great j 
ditches, furrowing the earth in every 
direction. 
The 
newer, 
narrower 


trenches, shored with timber and pro- 
vided with duckboard floors are easier 
to fill in. The thrifty French first pull 
out the shoring and let the rain act 
on the trenches for a couple of weeks 
in which time thej invariably fall in. 
then they shovel over the top, smooth- 
ing it off. 


No attempts are made to fill in the 


dugouts, the entrances merely being 
toarded up and covered 
over. In 


many of these German dugouts there 
are infernal machines and man traps 
likely to explode when the first pei* 
son enter". Loose boards on the stairs 
or bits of string stretched across the 
entrance set off explosives. In many 
other dugouts there are corpses of 
friends or foes, killed underground bj 
bombs hurled down the exits.

Tells of Work in Hospital. 
Miss Beolah Armor, recently returned 


from a year's service in France with the 
Bed Cross, gives the following interesting 
account, in part of her work overseas, 
Miss Armor was attached to a naval hos- 
pital and when the Marines went into ac- 
tion in June she waa sent with a detach 
ment of narees to tbe rear of the battle 
area where tbe wounded were brought 
She tells how, in the hospital established 
to take care of these injured heroes, there 
were three operating rooms. In the one 
in which she worked there were four 
operating tables and these were occupied 
all the time, four operations going on 
simultaneously. . In 24 hours they per 
formed 169 operations, requiring etheriz 
ation, in this one room alone. Miss Arm 
or worked from 8 o'clock in the morning 
nntil 10 o'clock at night and other nurses 
for similar periods until it was found they 
could not stand the strain and were given 
12 hour shifts. She told of the marvelous 
work of the surgeons. Particularly in- 
teresting was tbe description of tbe gas 
cases. A Marine would be brought in suf 
fering apparently from only a slight bul- 
let wound but it would be found that the 
gas had penetrated and the whole area 
would have to be laid open and the mus- 
cles scraped and cleaned, 
"it looked a 


lot more like butchery than surgery but 
it had to be done," Miss Armor said Oth- 
erwise gas gangrene would have followed. 
These wounds had to be washed every 2 
hours 
Comparatively few amputations 


were found necessary. She tells of one 
man coming in with a three pound piece 
of shrapnel embedded in his leg. 
Unfor- 


tunately he was too far gone when it was 
removed and died the next day. Men 
would be brought in, peppered with small 
pieces of shrapnel every one of which had 
to be picked out and the wound treated. 
"All wanted the bullets as souvenirs," 
Miss Armor said, "and we wore careful 
to keep each man's trophies for him, pin 
ning them onto the gowns 
"There were 


many happeni.ige no one would want to 
remember, many terrible things, but we 
had our good times, too," Mits Armor 
paid. "We did all we could to make the 
boys happy. 
Many of them were young 


and it was new to them to be away from 
home. Just to find Romeone to whom 
they could talk was the greatest comfort. 
I had one little fellow only 17 years old 
and he said he had been with the Marines 
for a year. 
Unfortunately we could not 


follow our cases for they were sent back 
to other hospitals as soon as they stai ted 
to improve." 


Miss Armor told that many men from 


the transports came in with broken limbs 
through being tossed about on their way 
over. They had many patients from boats 
that were torpedoed, and quickly gave 
them good beds, warm clothing, and 
nourish ment. She spoke of one crowd of 
men brought in from a little boat which 
had been sunk. They Lad been lost for 
three days without food until they were 
finally picked up drenched to the skin. 
Military funerals were given all who died, 
ehe said. They were buried in hermetic- 
ally sealed zinc caskets which were mark- 
ed fully with the name, command, and 
place of death, and this same marking 
wae on the crosses at tbe head of the 
graves. It will be fully possible to bring 
all these dead bodies home after the war, 
she said.

losses in grain lields and on grass 
ranges, but department of agriculture 
specialists believe it might be given a 
much wider field of usefulness in the 
protection of practically all kinds of 
farm property fiom loss by fire.

fire company was formed at each com- 
munity farm bureau center, and the 
members pledged themselves to re- 


i spond instantly to the 
call of 
fire. 


! Each community elected a "tire boss,' 


who was commissioned as a deputy 
state fire warden, and a "lire dis- 
patcher," whose duty it is to remain 
at the telephone during lires to give 
information and obtain help. 


Trailers Carry Equipment. 


In most of the communities a two- 


wheeled trailer lire cart was obtained. 
These trailers are of simple construc- 
tion, may be attached to any automo- 
bile, and are completely equipped with 
chemical 
tire 
extinguishers, 
water 


cans filled with wet sacks, with forks 
and shovels, and with a container for 
drinking water for the lire fighters. 
The trailer is kept at the cross roads 
or other most accessible point in the 
community, and the first automobile 
passing on the way to a fire hitches 
to the trailer and takes it along. Out 
of the SCO rural lire companies organ- 
ized in California last year, 257 are 
equipped with such trailers. 


The saving of a quarter of a million 


dollars in a single season in this 
limited territory is an indication of 
what might result if the plan were 
generally 
adopted 
in 
communities 


where conditions are such as to make 
it workable. 
There are some rural 


communities where such a plan might 
not be advisable, but in the majority, 
perhaps, it would be workable. Prior 
to the extensive spread of tho farm 
bureau system, which came primarily 


tioned in each state in the spring of 
1917, and perfected its own organiza- 
tioa, enlisting the more active co- 
operation of the county agents and 
other extension workers. 


"It more fully co-ordinated its activ- 


ities with the department of labor, a 
representative of the department of 
agriculture having been designated n 
member of the war labor policies 
board which was created by the presi- 
dent. It has also aided the war de- 
partment in connection with the clas- 
sification of agricultural registrants. 
Special efforts were made, beginning 
early in the year, to impress upon the 
residents of urban communities the 
necessity of aiding farmers 'in the 
planting and harvesting of their crops. 


"The response to appeals along this 


line was generous. 
In Kansas, for ex- 


ample, where the situation was espe- 
cially difficult, tho reports indicate 
that more than 45,000 workers were 
supplied to farmers to assist in the 
wheat harvest. 
The potato crop in 


two counties in Texas was saved 
through the aid of the business men in 
the local communities, and in Illinois 
35,000 workers were registered for 
harvest work."

Specializing Often Wins. 


Many persons do not market by par- 


cel post because they do not have a 
large variety of produce or because 
their supply is available only part of 
the year.

Many persons have secured custom-

The Adams county -Iraft board hae been 


asked by C. A J'roeeer, director of the 
re-education of men disabled in the war, 
to assist in informing every disabled offi- 
cer, soldier, sailor and marine of the pro- 
visions made by the government for their 
re-education. 


The letter received by the board is self 


explanatory. It is as follows: 


"The Federal Board for Vocational Ed- 


ucation is extremely anxious that every 
disabled oilicer, soldier, sailor and ma- 
rine be informed of the provision which 
the Federal Government has made for re- 
education. 


"As it is quite possible that some dis- 


abled men have been discharged from the 
service and gone to their homes without 
being fully acquainted with the oppor 
tumties offered, the Federal Board has 
decided to ask assistance of the clerks of 
the local boards. 


"With this in view we are sending you 


herewith 25 copies of an addressed poet- 
card with the request that you fill out 
and mail one of these cards to us in case 
of any disabled man who comes to your 
attention. 
More cards will be sent on re- 


quest. 


"The Federal Board feels that there is 


no Government age ncy more closely in 
touch with the homes of the men of the 
service than the local boards, and realiz 
ing the importance of utilizing every 
agency possible to gain touch with dis- 
abled men, the board feels justified in ask- 
ing the clerks of the local boards to per- 
form this voluntary patriotic service."

Missouri Man Has Device That Was 
in Daily Use in That State 
Many Years Ago. 


A gold-coin scales of the type so 
useful to merchants in the middle of 
the nineteenth century is one of the 
relics kept by Jeff Davis of Boonville. 
Modern methods* of exchange have 
rendered the scales useless but It is 
In as good condition as it was when 
his grandfather used it at Cole Keck 
sixty year? ago. 


At the time B. B. Brereton set up 
his little store at Cole Neck, just a 
half mile north of what is now Clif­ 
ton City, the pioneers were crossing 
the plains in search for gold. 
Gold 
“sweating” was common. 
Particles of 
pold dust were removed from the coin 
fo that its value rather' than its ap­ 
pearance suffered. 
The merchant had 
to be constantly on the lookout for 
underweight coins when dealing with 
such a class of trade. 


A pair of scales was bought by Mr. 
r.rereton for this purpose. 
A brass 
weight was used in balancing the 
V^ nles to get the exact weight of the 
But the weight test was not the 
only one applied. 
A slot of varying 
size is in each receptacle on the scales. 
The slots were for the $1, $2.50, $3, $5, 
*10 and §20 coins. Coins failing to fit 
exactly in their respective slots were 
rejected.—Boonville (Mo.) Republican.

I am convinced that some military training for 
the young men of our country is essential for the wel­ 
fare and security of the nation. In the recent war we 
had the trained armies of our allies to lean upon until 
our soldiers were prepared for the battlefield. Wo can­ 
not always depend upon such a favorable circumstance 
in the event that we are drawn into war again. Tho 
discipline which the young men will acquire will de­ 
velop them morally and physically. The regular hours 
of rising and retiring, taking of simple and nourishing 
food, and the outdoor exercise cannot fail to improve 
their general health. 


Another advantage of the discipline is to instill 
into them a spirit of obedience to lawful authority, a virtue which we have 
seen to be frequently disregarded in our land of freedom. It will teach 
them that there is a dignity associated with obedience which has been too 
often overlooked and that in obeying their lawful superiors, they are ren­ 
dering obedience to God, from whom all authority comes. 


It cannot be said that such preparation will make for war. T believe 
that it will make for peace, since nations knowing our preparedness will 
be reluctant to draw us into the danger of war.

It is left 
to the directors of each district to appor 
tion the money "as it may seem jupt and 
equitable." This would allow the direc- 
tors to fix the salary increase. Immedi 
ately after the passage o< the bill, each 
school district must file with the superin- 
tendent of public instruction a certificate 
showing the number of principals, teach- 
er?, supervisors and directors of ypecinl 
subjects in its employ and the compensa- 
tion paid for 1918.

sioners appointed to make a survey of 
the food situation in the battle-torn 
countries of Europe the writer was 
told that the depletion and shortage 
of food was far greater than anybody 
had expected.

The 
United Slates department of agricul- 
ture thereupon issued an order pro- 
hibiting the interstate -shipment of 
hogs from public stockyards except for 
immediate slaughter. 
The effect of 


that order was that all lightweight 
hogs—some of them young sows suit- 
able for breeding—sent to the markets 
were slaughtered, and the pork which 
would have been produced, had they 
grown to maturity, as well as the po- 
tential breeding \alue of the sows, was 
consequently lost. 


In addition, Iho fact that many of 


these animals were not especially de- 
sirable for slaughter made them bring 
comparatively low prices, frequently 
resulting ii actual loss to the shipper1-. 


Quarantine Order Modified. 


After the serum and virus treatment 


against hog cholera was standardized 
by specialists of the department, an 
order was issued permitting swine to 
be shipped from public stockyards for 
feeding or breeding purposes when 
they had been given such trcament un- 
der the supervision of a department 
inspector. 
However, it was required 


that treated swine should be held in 
the yards 21 days before shipment, 
this period being later reduced to 14 
days. 
The cost of feeding tho ani- 


mals during the quarantine period 
was so great that the traffic did not 
reach any considerable proportions. 
But with added knowledge and ex- 
perience in the control of hog cholera, 
and amplification of state laws govern- 
ing its control, the department thought 
it safe to permit the shipment of treat- 
ed hogs at once to points in states 
which have regulations requiring that 
such animals be held in local quaran- 
tine until 21 days have elapsed since 
the date of treatment. The order per- 
mitting this became effective on Janu- 
ary 2, 1918. 


Previous to that date, shipments of 


Immunized swine had been compara- 
tively few, while since that time the 
number has grown rapidly.

Is entertained that as the facilities for 
handling such animals are improved 
and the general knowledge with refer- 
ence to hog cholera is increased, the 
traffic in stocker and feeder hogs from 
public stockyards will have a steady 
growth and will become a tremendous 
factor in the production and conserva- 
tion of food.

Another advantage of the discipline is to instill 
into them a spirit of obedience to laAvful authority, a virtue which we have 
seen to be frequently disregarded in our land of freedom. It will teach 
them that there is a dignity associated with obedience which lias been too 
often overlooked and that in obejing their lawful superiors, they are ren- 
dering obedience to God, from whom all authority comes. 


It cannot be said that such preparation will make for war. T believe 
that it M'ill make for peace, since nations knowing our preparedness will 
be reluctant to draw us into the danger of war.
